Inspccllan of t'ufllc. 

Wasiiimiton, D.C.Oct, 22.— The de- 
partment of agriculture, to-day, issued 
regulations for the inspection of cattle and 
sheep for export. The regulations require 
the chief of the bureau of animal industry 
to cause a veterinary inspection to be made 
of oil meat, cattle and sheep to he exported 
from the United States to Great Britain and 
Ireland and the continent of Europe. This 
inspection will bo made at any of tho fol- 
lowing named stock yards : Kansas City, 
Mo.; Chicago, 111.: Buffalo, N. V. ; Pitts- 
burg, Pa., mid at the following ports of ex- 
port, namely, Huston and Charleston, Mass.; 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Md.; 
Norfolk and Newport. All cattle shipped 
from any of these yards must be lagged be- 
fore being shipped to the ports ol eqiorl, 

Cattle arriving al the ports of export 
from other purts of the United Slates will 
be tagged at the ports after inspection at 
tho stock yards. Cattle found tree of dis- 
ease will he tagged miller direction of the 
veterinary inspector, and sent in cleaned 
and disinfected curs to the port of export. 
The animals will be re uapccted at the port 
of export. The railroad Company must 
furnish clean cars, and clean stock yards are 
also required. No ocean steamer will he 
allowed to rcccivu more cattle than it can 
comfortably curry. The regulations for the 
inspection and quarantine of cattle, sheep and 
swine imported into the United Slates wore 



also issued. The following named ports are 
designated as quarantine stations : Boston, 
New York, Baltimore, San Diego, Browns- 
ville, Paso del Norte, Ragle Pass, Laredo, 
Nogales, Aroostook and Bangor, .Maine ; 
Buffalo Creek, Niagara, St. Vincent, Cliaui- 
plain and Oswegatchio, Detroit, Port 
Huron and Superior, Mich. ; Minnesota 
and Duluth, Minn. : Puget Sound, Wash- 
ington. All cattle imported from any part 
of the world except North and South 
America are required to be accompanied hy 
it statement from tho local authorities 
of the district in which they have 
been for one year preceding tho 
date of shipment, stating that no contagious 
pleuro-pneiunoiiia, foot or mouth disease, or 
riudcr pesl, has existed in the district for a 
year previous. All meat cattle imported to 
the United States from any part of tho 
world, except North, Central and South 
America, shall be subjected to a quarantine 
of 90 days, and all sheep and ruminants and 
swine to a quarantine of fifteen days. In 
case of the appearance of n contagious 
disease, tho veterinary inspector will notify 
the bureau of animal industry, which shall 
have tin- station inspected, and on con- 
firmation of the report the herd shall be 
disposed of according to the gravity of the 
affection. Food and attendance and other 
quarantine expenses must he provided by 
the owners of the cuttle.

Four per- 
sons were killed, throe instantly and the 
other one died soon afterwards. As the 
south-hound passenger train left Chatta- 
nooga on time, and was running at a 
moderate rate, while approaching Chicka- 
mauga the train dashed out of a out, and a 
covered wagon was upon a crossing. The 
engine struck the wagon and killed J. W. 
Jenkins, his wife and baby and Mrs. James 
Bowman.

REGI^A VS. DIXON. 

.Judgment of the Chief Justice in the Bccent 
Case Airtilust Oiii>liiln Dixon, of the 
Steamer North Pacific. 

Following is the full judgment delivered 
by Sir M. ti. Begbie, 0. J., on the 17th 
inst, in the cusu of Regina vs. Dixon: - 
The writ of habeas corpus is well known 
to all English speaking persons with the 
least knowledge of the world. They 
nmy not know its precise efl'ect or force; 
all the moro aro they likely to feel the 
almost superstitious respect to which it 
is so well entitled. The document ac- 
tually served purported to emanate from 
the court concerning an application for 
a writ i.f habeas corpus, and contained 
the plain words, "bring bodies to-mor- 
row." In dealing with Chinamen arriving 
at ports on this coast, this writ lias dur- 
ing the last few years been a matter of 
daily practice and comment of a some- 
what excited character. I cannot, there- 
fore implicitly believe the captain 
when he seeks, in fact, to stultify him- 
self by saying that he did not know 
tho meaning of the document with which 
he was served on Friday, the 10th inst. 
He must have known this — that he was 
thereby ordered by this court to bring 
the bodies of these men before me on 
Saturday, the 11th inst., with the object 
of obtaining a decision whether they had 
or not a right to land here, l ie must, 
have been fully aware of this before he 
<[uitted his moorings the next morning (a 
well-known solicitor having aroused him 
from his bed at midnight to serve him 
personally), and yet he took no .steps for 
obeying any part, of the order . on the 
contrary, he immediately took steps which 
he must have known would defeat every I 
part of it. The writ of Habeas Corpus is | 
ourone remedyagainstdespotimi, ensuring 
that no man may be restrained from his 
personal liberty to go where he pleases, ! 
except according to law— that is, accord- 
ing to a legal order from some judici 



— that these eighteen men. by the simple 
act of attempting an unauthorized land- 
ing in the United States, have, 
by the laws of that Repub- 
lic, rendered themselves liable to be 
sent straight back toChina. CaptainDixon 
cannot reclaim them. If they were brought 
on Habeas Corpus before a judge of the 
United States the only question would be 
whether they were at the time of that 
application lawfully in the custody of the 
marshal, under their law ; audit is almost 
certain that they were and are. The 
question, therefore, which was to bo en- 
quired into in this court can never be in- 
vestigated at ail. The disobedience of 
Captain Dixon has entirely prevented 
the act from operating He has, in fact, 
pro hac vice, suspended the 'Habeas Cor- 
pus Act — a greater public mischief, or 
one more calculated to inaugurate a 
tyranny over at least one class of men 
cannot be conceived. The case of- Keg vs. 
Woodward (5 Times Law Reports) shows 
the indignant condemnation with which 
the Court of Queens Bench treats very 
highly placed officials and Queen's Coun- 
cil of the highest character and 
standing when they oppress the 
meanest of Her Majesty's subjects 
by withdrawing them from the pro- 
tection of these most salutary laws, or 
attempt to justify such conduct ; and the 
court is always especially jealous of even 
the slightest appearance (as in that case) 
that the alleged oppression is in tiny way 
connected with, or supported by, any 
branch of the executive. Here, I am 
happy to perceive nothing of that sort. 
On the contrary, the Canadian collector 
of customs might have gained, but he 
could not have lost by the discussion in 
this court, and he may have lost, but he 
could not have gained by the deportation 
of the Chinamen, which has actually 
taken place. 1 cannot help feeling that 
this case is more glaring than that of

THE UMBRIA'S TRIP. 

Tho Steamer Supposed to Have Encountered a 
\\ aterspout. 

New York, Oct. 20.— A story is in cir- 
culation here, to-day, of a strange and 
startling experience of the steamer Umbria 
during her trip to this port. A strong wind 
had been blowing all day Thursday and the 
sua was very rough. The wind freshened 
towanl night to almost a gale, and the 
women and inexperienced voyagers slept 
little. Well on toward morning tho ship 
gave a might ly plunge, then mounted tho 
crest of a wave and shook violently as a 
succession of cross seas struck her. Almost 
immediately a tremendous wave towered 
high aloft against the horizon, and tho next 
moment broke, deluging the vessel with a 
hundred tons of water, sweeping the decks 
with six feet of water tho whole length of 
the ship. 

The wave was accompanied by a whirl- 
wind, which the pussengers say fairly Bpun 
the great steamer round in a whirlpool. 
The unusual commotion caused many of the 
passengers to rush wildly for the deck, and 
at the same instant orders were given for 
all to prepare to leave the ship. The great- 
est excitement prevailed. Passengars were 
panic stricken, some of them beginning to 
pray, and others to shriek in hysterical 
fear. The whirlwind ceased as quickly as j 
it came and in a few moments the vessel 
was under way, plowing the waves appar- 
eiltly none the worse for the severe shaking 
and salty baptism which she had received. | 

The hour ami rapidity with which tho 
event happened makes it difficult to 
account for the vessel's strange experience, 
but it is thought that the Umbria was 
caught in a small waterspout generated by j 
the storm.

'Romans Usod. the La§h More Than 
Any Othor Nation. 



Whipping In Queen Elisabeth's Time— 
Flagellation lii Franco and Holland— Vbo 
at thu Itod in Kuasla und tho Orient. 

'l'hn first mention of whipning as a 
punishment occurs in the fifth chapter 
of Exodus, when" we find that Pharaoh 
whipped tlio offlcora of tho tsraelltea 
when they did not furnish tho required 
number of bricks which they were com- 
pelled to make everyday. 

In ancient times, says a writer in 
American Notes and Queries, tho Rom- 
ans carried whipping as a punishment 
farther, than any other nation, and their 
judges were surrounded with an array 
of divers kinds of whips well calculated 
to affright the offender who might be 
brought before them. Tho mildest form 
of whip was a flat leather strap called 
the ferula, and one of the most severe 
was l lie flageUum, which was made of 
plaited ox hide and almost as hard as 
iron. 

Prom ancient, times the use of whip- 
ping can bo traced through the Middle 
Ages down to, comparatively speaking, 
more modern times, when it is easier 
to 11 ml record of the use of the rod. 

In Quoon Elizabeth's time the whip- 
ping-post, was an established institution 
in almost every village in England, the 
municipal records of the time informing 
us that the usual foe to the executioner 
for administering' the punishment was 
■•four pence a head." in addition to 
whipping boing thought an excellont 
corrective for crime, tho authorities of 
a certain town in Huntingdonshire must 
have considered tho use of the lash as a 
sort of universal specific as well, for tho 
corporation records of this town men- 
tion that they paid eight-pence "to 
Thomas Hawkins for whipping; two peo- 
ple yt had the small-pox." 

In Franco and Holland whipping does 
not scom to have been so generally 
practiced. The last woman who was 
publicly whipped In France by judicial 
decree was Jeanno St. Rorai do Valois. 
t'omtcsso do la Motto, for her share in 
t lie abstraction of that diamond neck- 
lac which has given point to so^many 
stories. 

In connection with tho history of flag- 
ellation in France may be mentioned 
the custom which prevailed there (and 
also in Italy) in olden times of ladies 
visiting their acquaintances while still 
in bed on tho morning of the "Festival 
of the Innocents," and whipping tliem 
for any injuries, either real or fancied, 
which the victims may have done to the 
fair flagellants during the past year. 

Among tho Eastern nations the rod in 
various forms played a prominent part, 
and from what wo read China might bo 
said to bo almost governed by it. Ja- 
pan is singularly free from the practice 
of whipping, but make up for it by hav- 
ing a remarkably sanguinary criminal 
code. 

Russia is, however, par excellence a 
homo of tho whip anil the rod, tho Rus- 
sians having been governed from time 
immemorial by the use of the lash. 

Many of the Russian mbnarchs were 
adepts in the use of the whip, and were 
also particularly ingenious in making 
things unpleasant for those around 
them. Catherine II. was so particu- 
larly fond of this variety of punishment 
(which she often administered in per- 
son), that it amounted almost to a pas- 
sion with her. It is related that she car- 
ried this craze so far that one time the 
ladies of the court had to come to the 
Winti r I'alaco with their dresses so ad- 
justed thai the Empress could whip at 
once if she felt so in. dined. 

While the instruments of torture usod 
in Russia were id great variety, the 
mosb formidable "punisher" was the 
knout, an instrument of Tartar origin 
and of which descriptions differ. In Its 
ordinary form it appears to be a heavy 
leather thong, about eight feet in length, 
attached to a handle two feet long, the 
lash being concave, thus making two 
sharp edges along its entire length, and 
when it fell on tho criminal's back it 
would cut him like a flexible double- 
edged sword. "Running the gantlet" 
was also employed, but, principally in 
the army. In this the offender had to 
pass through a long line of soldiers, 
each of whom gave the offender a stroke 
with a pliant switch, l'otcr the Greal 
limited the number of blows to be given 
to 12,000, but, unless it were intended to 
kill the victims, they seldom gave more 
i ban -J. (Kid at a time. When the offender 
was sentenced to a greater number of 
strokes than this, the punishment was 
extended over several days for the rea- 
son above stated, 

Whipping, after dropping out of sight 
for a time in England, was reintroduced I 
in England in 1807, in order to put n 
cheek on crimes of violence. The law 
was so frame,! mat the .1 lulgosmigllt add 
Hogging at discretion to the imprison- 
ment to which the offenders were also' 
S'jntonced. Tho first instance of th is J 
punishment being used was at Leeds, 
where two men received twenty-five 
lashes each before entering their jive 
and ten years' penal servitude for gar- 
oting. Tho whip used in this instance 
was the eat-o'-nine-tails. 

The whipping-post is also still used 
in sonic part.-; of this country, notably at 
Mow Castle, Del., where the "cat" is 
still administered for minor offenses, 
.fudging from a whipping that the writer 
once witnessed, if appears Lo bu u very 
mild form of punishment.

BH'ectsof tho Assassinations— " Green- 
horns " the Instruments of 
the Leaders. 

Nkw Oiii.r.Ass, Oct. 21.— The police have 
made little pn gross towards getting at the 
bottom of thf fuels concerning the Mafia 
question in regiird to whom arc its] leaders. 
This is assigned by eomo to Maohecu.and by 
others to ono of tho Matrangas, Giovanni 
Provenzano, Pietro Provenzano, Nicolo 
(iuilio, Antonio Hellarina, Antonio Oiaufor- 
curro, and Gaspando Lombierdohod been in 
the parish prison hist May on charges of 
wounding, while lying in wait, Vincent 
Caruso and Tony Matianga, three of whom 
have been arrested in connection with the 
assassination of Chief Hennessy. 

They talk freely of the Hennessy murder, 
and of tho Mafia, which, they assert, was 
controlled by the Matrangas, " Hennessy 
was lulled," said Provenzano, " because lie 
was going to expose those men. Ho knew 
all about Mat ra uga and Oerracoe. lie got 
from Italy about them, and he wus 
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oing to tell what he know 
avo broken them.

say. When Caruso came to me, about four 
years ago, with a letter asking for 81,000 
for the Maria or they would kill me, Caruso 
told me Matranga was the president and 
Roco Qracci was tho leader. Caruso said 
he had been in it, too, but he got out of it 
as soon as be could. He said they took 
him into a room where he saw Matranga, 
the deceased, in a black domino, unk others 
in dominoes, and they made him swear on 
a skull with a dirk in it, that he was will- 
ing to rob the people, but be said he did 
not want to kill anybody, so he got nut of 
it. 1 do not believe Gerracia was in it, but 
Caruso told me so. Again I took the letter 
to bis brother. George Provenzano, and 
said 1 thought we bad better pay, hut 
George said no.'' 

" Are there any Italians in Mafia besides 
tho people who work on ships ?" he was 
asked. 

"I don't know. They have the Mafia 
society everywhere. They have it in San 
Francisco, Chicago, St. Louis, Now York, 
and here." 

" Did you ever belong to it':" 

" No, indeed," was tho reply. 

" Where does this Mafia society meet V" 

"They meet anywhere. .Sometimes out 
near tho levee back of town and in Carroll- 
ton. 1 think they make the ereenhorn men 
just arrived do the killing. They pay tliem 
£10, 520, orSlOO to get a man out of theway 
and if tho man they order to do the killing 
is some one who won't do the job, they 
have him killed. 

" They have killed two of our witnesses 
now," said Pellogrina, "the chief mid 
Vitrano. Vitrano was going to testify that 
he was in the restaurant with me the night 
Marangos was shot at and they killed him 
before our first trial." 

Peliagrinna, Ciulio and Provenzano also 
recalled other vendetta murders where hor- 
rible atrocities wero committed and the 
witnesses made to keep perfect silence 
through fear ot the Malia's vengeance. 

The Provenzano ease comes up for trial 
Wednesday, when the whole subject of 
the Vendetta and the Mafia will be investi- 
gated. There are thirty witnesses sum- 
moned for the state and 1 10 for the defence. 
Most of them are Italians. The Italians 
are keeping quiet. The assassinations have 
hurt the fruit trade of New Orleans. .Since 
its occurrence threo carloads of grapes, two 
consigned to Macheco Brothers and one to 
A. Fish & Company, have arrived, but no 
Italians have called to buy the fruit. Fish 
and Co. Bent ujprd to C. M. Aiken, San 
Antonio, Texas, not to ship any more fruit 
until further advised, as there vVas no sale 
for tho fruit liere.

When ,» manly man determines to pub- 
lish in a newspaper statements injuriously 
affecting tho character i\nd standing, 
business or political, of individuals, he 
si^.ns his name to the communication. 
When a letter containing statements of 
such a nature is offered to an editor who 
has any regard for principle, he declines 
to publish it over a fictitious signature. 
When a writer discusses general subjects 
it is immaterial whether ho signs his own 
namo to his letter or not ; but when what 
ho says relates to the character and the 
doings of his neighbors lie should take 
upon hinself the full responsibility of 
what he writes, and the public should bo 
able from the signature to know what de- 
greo of credibility to attach to his state- 
ments. 

A letter over the signature of " Main- 
lander" appeared in Sunday's Xews-Ad- 
vertisor which is intended to convey the 
impression that the members of the (Jov- 
ornment are land speculators, and in 
which a number of fa'se statements as to 
matters of fact are made. The writer 1 
states that tho public are to expect tho 
most obstinate opposition to laud reform | 
from tho Cabinet, " composed of the lar- 
gest land-owners in the province, one 
.meinber of wbi'li is credited with pro-, 
perly tu the extent of one hundred equate i 
miles, while some of his colleagues have j 
not fallen far short of him in the game of 
grab, which 1ms been going on for years. '' j 

This statement is deliberately ami ma- j 
liciously false. Tho writer, of course, 
lies with a purpose, and that purpose is j 
to affect the election shortly to be held 
in the Westminster district. Tho mem- 
bers of tho Government are not the largos t 
landholders in the province. There is 
only one of them who can be said lo be a 
largo landholder, and ho uses cither for 
crop-raising or pasture every acre hi: 
holds. Mr. Vernon is, perhaps, the 
largest farmer in the province, ami in 
proving the agricultural and pastoral 
capabilities of British Columbia, he can 
claim credit for doing the whole pro- 
vince a very essential service. Ho holds 
some twelve thousand acre3 of land, about 
one-fifth of what .Mainlander. in a mean 
and cowardly way, credits him with. As 
we have already said, Mr. Vernon uses 
all the land he owns. Ilo is, therefore, 
not a land speculator. The land of 
which his ranch is composed was not all 
purchased from the Government. Some 
of it has been bought from private parties. 
The Commissioner of Lands and Works 
has been some twenty years in acquiring 
tho land he owns. He bought it piece by 
piece as he needed it and could afford to 
purchase. No ono who is not a contempti- 
ble pettifogging politician, who has an ob- 
ject toga nby lying and misrepresentation, 
will say that any discreditattaches to Mr. 
Vernon or to any one elso for acquiring 
land, whether twelve thousand or twelve 
hundred acres, for the purpose of pastur- 
ing cattle and raising cropa. These are 
the kind of men that the country wants, 
and if tho province had many more such 
fanners as the Hon. Mr. Vernon, it 
would be much bettor off than it is.

We aie pot surprised that the farmer's 
delegates from Great Britain wore well 
pleased with what they heard and saw and 
felt, in British Columbia. They saw in 
this country some of as good agricultural 
land as there is in the world. The soil 
in those parts of the province in w hich 
agricultural operations can bo carried on 
is far better than tho nverago in most 
countries, and with anything like good 
treatment it can be kept very productive. 
They saw, too, that there are huge areas 
in the province suitable for stock-raising, 
and they could not but have observed that 
Loo ua pabilitioa of the province for tho 
cultivation of fruitare practically illimit- 
able. It is much to be regretted that it 
is not yet known how much agricultural 
and pastoral land there is in British 
Columbia, or whit, are the probabilities 
of reclaiming the lands that arc now un- 
productive for want of water. If tin. 
area available for agriculture and pasture 
were anything like definitely known, the 
British farmers could give a report of 
this province that we arc satisfied 
would bring to it all the immigrants 
it needs. They could tell their country- 
men that British Columbia, besides hav- 
ing a fertile soil, has a delightful climate. 
The winters of Eastern Canada prevent 
Englishmen chousing it readily as a field 
for emigration. They do not like the 
notion of living in a country in which the 
mercury in the thermometer often goe3 
down to twenty and even thirty degrees 
below zero. Hardly any advantage cm bo 
considered a sufficient compensation f< r 
this, in their opinion, great drawback. But 
British Columbia dws not labor under 
this ilis.lh vantage. The winters here are as 
mild mid as much more pleasant than they 
are in any part of Great Britain. In 
ninny parts of the country tho cattle are 
not housed in the winter time, and except 
on the very high lands aiming the moun- 
tains the cold i.s never intense. Spriir.' 
comes very early, and the (lowers con- 
tinue blooming until late in December. 
Such being the climate, the Englishman 
is more at home in British Columbia than 
in any other part of Canada. The coun- 
try, too, is as healthy as any other region 
of the world. Children, particularly, 
thrive in it, and >vheii they get anything 
like a lair chance, grow up strong and 
healthy. This the delegates must have 
seen and noted, for they are intelligent 
and (d)servant men.

It cannot be denied that Canadians 
genoraliy have not faith enough in their 
own country and they aro not so proud 
of it as they ought to be. It is just pos- 
sible that Canadians, as a people, do not 
know how well they lovo their country or 
how highly they esteem it. Their patriot- 
ism has never been put to any very so- 
vore test. National life in Canada for 
many yeara has been exceedingly un- 
eventful, Tho Canadian has lived a kind 
of hum-drum existence. Ho has done 
his work and enjoyed his not very ex- 
citing pleasures in a quiot, evon way. 
Politics may have been exciting to a few, 
but they have not been very elevating, 
and have not been calculated to rouse 
his slumbering patriotism — if he had any 
to rouse. Canadians have been in the 
position, said to be happy, of tho people 
who have no history. Who knows how 
they would feel and what they would do 
if their country was in any real danger / 
We have a notion that, in a crisis of that 
kind, many Canadians would bo a surprise 
to themselves. They would feel then that 
they loved their country and were ready to 
make the greatest sacrifico for her safely, 
or to secure her independence. They 
would then realize that in all those quiot 
ami uneventful years an ardent love of 
their country was growing in them, only 
waiting for a proper occasion to show 
itself and to prove its strength. We, for 
our part, are strongly inclined to the be- 
lief that Canadian patriotism is not dead 
hut sleeping, and that those who judge 
by appearances and who lament the cold- 
ness and want of enthusiasm that appear 
to be so genera], aro grieving themselves 
needlessly, and are doing their fellow- 
countrymen an injustice. But, although 
this may be the caje, it is well for gifted 
Canadians, like Princ'pal Grant, now and 
igain, to appeal to the patriotism of the 
people, and to show them that it is their 
luty for the general good to bear and to 
forbear, and to do nothing that is calcu- 
lated to cause discord or to sow the 
sec.is of disunion in the Confederation.

Whatever men's opinions may be about 
Canada's destiny, it must be plain to 
every one that it is to the true interest of 
all tho inhabitants of all tho provinces to 
live in peace and harmony, Nothing is 
to be gained by perpetuating racial 
antipathies, magnifying religious differ- 
ences and aggravating sectional jealousies, 
The man who cultivates and promotes 
fraternal feeling and good neighborhood 
between the different sections of the 
Dominion and tho different races and 
denominations of which its population is 
composed, is a public benefactor. In 
ibis good work- Principal Grant 
is engaged. He brings to it 
line talents and great, energy. 
Every right-thinking and patriotic 
Canadian, as long as ho is doing his best 
to unite Canadians and to cultivate in

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EXfOKT DUTY CN LOGS. 

WJiatSiVorui t«0ttlb nii' i-' stpil Persons Say 
Regarding It. 

In connection witu tho orclor-iit-counoil 
doing away with the export duty on' saw- 
logs, oto., a Colonist reporter waited on 
a prominent Mirniill proprietor, who said 
that liu considered i ho carrying into eftoet 
<>f that policy would bo dotriinontal to 
the interests of tho province. Jt would 
have as a result the taking out of Canada 
of a large quantity of our raw material, 
which could bo turned to much bettor 
advantage l>y our own manufacturers, 
while our people would then have the 
benefit of the local labor employed upon' 
it. Tho ofl'ect would, moreover, be to 
prevent people from the other side 
.settling among us in order to work i. 
Besides, with the facilities that were 
in this way afforded them, the Americans 
would come across hero and get hold of our 
logs and husband their own product until 
in tho natural order of eventf. it becomes 
very much dearer than now. Then the 
people of Canada having disposed of their 
native lumber would be at the mercy of 
the people on tho other side, who in tho 
t ime of our necessity would insist on i he 
most extravagant prices. In addition 
the local consumers of the manufactured 
products of wood would have to pay 
higher prices for what they ivanted be- 
cause tho local factories, having tho 
Americans to compete with in the pur- 
chase of the raw material, would natur- 
ally be compelled to increase their prices 
to their customers, who would, in conse- 
quence bd the guQ'erors. 

Several other interested parties spoke 
in a similar sense. 

Mr. \V. J. Mttcaulcy, of the Victoria 
Lumber & Manufacturing company, says 
that the action of the Government, as he 
understood it, would bo of decided bene- 
fit to British Columbia. In consideration 
<>f tho removal of the exportduty on logs, 
which could not bo profitably taken from 
this province to the United States on ac- 
count of the danger in towing, tho Amer- 
icans have removed tho duty of £1 per 
thousand on Canadian manufactured lum- 
ber. This will stimulate ihe trade in 
< lanadian lumber sent to Calif >ruia. The 
export of logs from the Mainland to the 
Cuited States would not, he thinks, evei 
reach such large proportions ; and from 
Vancouver Island, rafting would be at- 
tended by too many difficulties 
feasible.

A GLORIOUS INHERITANCE. 

Whit P.artlcal Men Think of the ORanuiran 
and SiiRllumrlieen Valleys. 

.Mr. H. Abbott, general superinten- 
dent, and Mr. Marpole, superintendent, 
of the Pacific division of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, writes a Vernon corres- 
pondent, paid this section a business 
visit last week. They were accompanied 
by Mr. Campbell Sweeney, manager of 
the Bank of Montreal at Vancouver. 
The party drove from Sicamoua to En- 
derby, a distance of 51 miles, in nine 
hours, a fact which goes to show tho ex 
cellent state of repair the roads are in. 
Th" object of Messrs. Abbott and Mar- 
pole's visit was to make an inspection of 
the line of the Shuswap and Okanagan 
rail n ay and to locate tho sites for sta- 
tions, and the character of tho buildings 
to be erected. So far as tho work of con- 
struction is c ucerned these gentlemen 
expressed themsolvos as quite satisfied 
with that already accomplished and tho 
progress being made by the contrac- 
tors. If nothing untoward occurs 
tho line will be graded and tho track laid 
and ballast d from Sicamous to Euderby 
at least, by an early day next spring. 
With Vernon, Mr. Abbott was particu- 
larly favorably impressed and was not 
backward in asserting his belief that it 
was destined to become an important in- 
terior centre for trade and commorce. 
This is the universal belief of all who 
have visited Vernon this year, and been 
able to take in its situation and the 
natural as well as tho created advantages 
it now possesses. It is but a short dis- 
tance from the head of Okanagan lake. 
N'o less than four roads lead out from tho 
town into important valleys, noted for 
their excellence as grain and fruit-grow- 
ing sections, as well as being fine grazing 
districts. These valleys are settled, and 
large areas of land improved by the occu- 
pants, many of whom took up their land 
:n the early days, when all tho provisions 
and supplies had to he packed in either by 
human beings or animals. In conversa- 
tion with the gentleman named tho 
correspondent learned that they 
were surprised beyond measure at 
the magnificence of iho country through 
which they were traveling. This was 
their first, visit, to that portion of the in- 
terior, and notwithstanding tho fact that 
they had heard much about it they wore 
not prepared to seo all they had ob- 
served. Messrs. Abbott and Marpole 
spoke from a practical standpoint as re- 
gards traffic-yielding territory, whilst 
Mr. Sweeney's vision of tho land was 
purely a business one from a banker's 
point of view, realizing, as no doubt ho 
did, that the hundreds of acres of wheat 
stubble the party had passed represented 
so many golden eagles. Mr. Abbott had 
soon all parts of Canada, but nowhere 
else in tho Dominion, from Cape Flattery 
to Capo Canso, did he behold so beautiful 
a country as was that on which he was 
then gazing. In this expression his 
associate in the management, of the 
Pacific division and Mr. Sweeney con- 
ceded, the latter asserting that the valley 
lands resembled tho reclaimed tidal lands 
in many parts of Nova Scotia and Now 
Brunswick. Whilst, the valley lands were 
rich, thine on the several ascending 
benches were equally good and prolific in 
the crops which they had yielded this 
year, equalling in quantity the lands 
of the, delta of the Praser, whilst, the 
loroahs in many instances surpassed those 
of any other part of tho province, Fields 
were passed extending to the hundreds of 
acres within one enclosure. Largo estates 
in which wore erected handsome resi- 
dences and numerous out-buildings, were 
likewise met with, excelling in extent of 
acreago and beauty of situation anything 
they had yet seen in the country. The 
landscapa to be seen everywhere was a 
charming one. The whole country was 
one vast panorama, abounding in plain, 
rising ground and table land, whilst the 
verdure on the mountain tops was green as 
it was possible to be at. this season of the 
year. It was a park country in the truest 
sense of tho term, the only drawback to 
it beiirj as yet it was unknown to the 



outer world. Once i s fertility and groat 
natural beauty und adaptability for mixed 
husbandry became known, it would 
assuredly become British Columbia's 
agricultural, pastoral and sportsman's 
paradise. At present tho land is held in 
largo blocks by tho pioneers of early days, 
but those holdings would soon bo cut up 
into smaller and profitable farms. The 
visitors loft having formed a more than 
favonblo impression of the country they 
had traversed, and leaving behind them 
favorable remembrances with those 
amongst whom they visited. 

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 

In the local financial circles tho course 
of money pursues its old steady way, 
funds being ample and unchanged in 
value. Remittances to wholesale houses 
aro, according to all accounts, well up. 
In England, Canadian securities— govern- 
ment and municipal— -are unaltered, with 
the exception of those of the proviuce of 
Quebec, which for four per cents have 
advanced a point. Canadian Paeilie 
stock which fell to 77 rose as high Is 
rile annual meeting of tho Grand Trunk 
Railway is to bo held in London on the 
31st inst. Bank of British Columbia are 
quoted at .'IH, and Bank of British North 
America 70 ex dir. The grocery trade 
has been liv >ly. Teas and colleen are 
stead}; nee and sugar are firm, both with 
an advancing tendency. Strong baker's 
Hour has risen 25c. , and Island eggs are 
not to be had. Iron and .steel continue 
dull; nails have advanced 25 per cent on 
account of the recent lire atPillow, 1 1 ersey 
it Co.'sfactory in Montreal; copper is life- 
less, but lead inclines towards an ad- 
vance. Tho dry goods trade has been 
exceptionally good, particularly for 
winter wear. Rubber goods are in 
request. Meats and game are in demand 
at, our quotations. In fish halibut are 
hardly plentiful enough to meet the re- 
quirements, but sockeye salmon are 
abundant.
